TORN TO PIECES 


GASTON Ramirez’s first 
Saints goal was not 
enough to save his side 
from defeat as they leaked 
three goals in 13 first half 
minutes to lose 3-1 at 
Everton. 

Saints started the game 
brightly and sniffed an away 
day victory as Ramirez was 
left unmarked from a corner to 
head home from close range to 
give them the lead after just 
six minutes. 

But Everton responded and 
in a rampant spell bagged 
goals through Leon Osman 
and a Nikica Jelavic double to 
bag the three points at 
Goodison Park. 

Everton proved their threat 
early on as Leighton Baines 
whipped in a cross that Maya 
Yoshida was able to win in the 
air only for the ball to fall to 
Kevin Mirallas just inside the 
area, but he lashed a shot over 
the bar. 

However, it was Saints who 
took the lead after six minutes 
through the simplest of routes. 

Adam Lallana whipped in an

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inswinging corner, Gaston 
Ramirez lost his marker, Tim 
Howard got lost under the ball 
and the Uruguayan had the 
simple job of heading home in 
acres of space just a few yards 
out at the far post. 

Everton claimed it should 
never have been a corner in 
the first place and the ball had 
in fact been put out by Rickie 
Lambert. 

Saints allowed John Heitinga 
a free header from a corner 
four minutes later but the 
Everton centre half was back¬ 
ing away from the ball and his 
weak header was easily fielded 
by Paulo Gazzainga. 

Jay Rodriguez had a great 
chance to double Saints’ lead 
on 12 minutes as he outpaced 
Heitinga to get in behind via a 
long ball up field. He superbly 


nodded the ball into his path to 
give himself the chance to fin¬ 
ish low across Howard from 
inside the area but scuffed his 
effort wide of the far post. 

As the game wore on both 
sides posed a real threat with 
Everton piling consistent pres¬ 
sure on Saints, who in turn 
looked razor sharp on the 
break. 

But it was the Toffees who 
claimed the next goal to 
equalise on 25 minutes. 

Some patient passing build¬ 
up ended with Kevin Mirallas 
crossing from the right, the 
ball deflecting back off of the 
sliding Nikica Jelavic and sit¬ 
ting up nicely for Leon Osman 
who side footed home into the 
top corner for 1-1. 

And it got worse for Saints as 
Everton took the lead eight

NIGEL Adkins went for a new look 
back four as Saints took on Everton 
at Goodison Park aiming to build 
on their victory over Aston Villa. 

Danny Fox, who was taken off at 
half time against Villa and had 
been struggling with a groin prob¬ 
lem, was left out of the matchday

Nathaniel Clyne was moved to 
left back with Frazer Richardson 
starting at right back. 

Adkins opted for the centre half 
pairing of Jose Fonte and Maya 

Yoshida with Jos Hooiveld on the 
bench while Paulo Gazzaniga con¬ 
tinued in goal with Kelvin Davis 
amongst the subs. 

Morgan Schneiderlin was also 
missing through injury as two goal 
midweek hero Jay Rodriguez was 
drafted back into the team. 



minutes later. Mirallas played 
the ball through into the path 
of Jelavic with the Saints 
defence dissected. 

The striker’s first touch took 
him a little wide but he fin¬ 
ished low across Gazzniga, 
who looked somewhat out of 
position in trying to cover his 
near post. 

The Saints keeper certainly 
wasn’t out of position on 37 
minutes as he turned away a 
Jelavic top corner bound head¬ 
er. 

However, he was beaten 
again just a minute later. 

Seamus Coleman burst 
through down the right, leav¬ 
ing two Saints players trailing 
in his wake, and whipped in a 
deep cross. 

Jelavic was there to meet the 
ball and though Gazzaniga 
dived towards his near post to 
get both hands on the Everton 
man’s far post header he 
couldn’t stop it going in. 

Everton were tearing Saints 
apart at will and Marouane 
Fellaini was the next to get a 
header on target, but it was 
straight at Gazzaniga. 

In first half stoppage time 
Fellaini was left unmarked 
from a corner and slammed 
his header against the cross¬ 
bar. 

The whistle went shortly 
afterwards and a shell 

shocked Saints trudged off to 
try and regroup. 

They had started so well 
but were then totally 
ripped to shreds and could 
only be grateful to be just 
two goals down at the 
break. 

There was a notice¬ 
able change from 
both sides at the 
start of the second 
half. 

Saints were try¬ 
ing to secure the 
flanks that had 
been so leaky in the 
first period, while Everton 
were dropping deeper and 
allowing Saints possession, 
perhaps feeling they had 
almost done enough to win the 
game already. 

Everton still posed a very 
real threat though and

Fellaini’s deflected shot went 
just narrowly wide. 

Moments later Osman’s 
steered shot from outside the 
area went agonisingly close to 
creeping into the far corner. 

Fellaini was on target on 61 
minutes from inside the area 
but this time it was straight at 
Gazzaniga. 

Saints did start to get a bit 
more of the game but were 


struggling to deliver a final 
ball to create a genuine 
chance. 

It wasn’t the same problem 
for Everton and Mirallas was 
the next to prove that with a 
shot from outside the area that 
Gazzaniga dived low to his 
right to turn wide. 

Ramirez took aim from fully 
25 yards at the other end but 
only picked out Howard in the 


centre of the Everton goal. 

He probably should have 
pulled one back on 69 minutes 
as Lambert put him in behind 
but Ramirez lifted the ball 
across Howard and wide of the 
far post. 

Everton made their first 
change on 75 minutes with 
Victor Anichebe replacing 
Jelavic up front. 

They followed it up four min-

utes later with Bryan Oviedo 
coming on for Mirallas. 

Saints made a double switch 
of their own with ten minutes 
remaining with Emmanuel 
Mayuka and Ben Reeves 
replacing Rodriguez and 
Clyne. 

The second half had been 
something on a non event with 
Everton showing little attack¬ 
ing intent. 

But Saints knew if they could 
just fashion a chance and bag 
themselves a goal then they 
might yet be able to rescue 
something from the match. 

Ramirez tried to conjure 
something up with a shot from 
just outside the area but fired 
over the bar. 

Lambert was the next to have 
a go with a header from Steven 
Davis’ right wing cross but 
Howard beat it away. 

Both sides made their final 
changes in the dying moments 
as Richard Chaplow replaced 
Adam Lallana for Saints and 
Sylvain Distin came on for 
Osman for Everton. 

However, it was too late for 
them to make any impact as 
the game finished 3-1 thanks to 
Everton’s rampant first half 
spell.

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Ba grabs a 
share of the 
spoils for 
Newcastle 

DEMBA Ba stole a controversial point 
for Newcastle against luckless 
Reading with an equaliser just six 
minutes from time that went in off his 
hand. 

Reading seemed on course for their 
first Barclays Premier League win of 
the season after goals from Jimmy 
Kebe and Noel Hunt in the space of 
four second-half minutes. 

Ba had equalised in between the two 
Reading strikes with a magnificent 
volley but his contribution then 
veered from the sublime to the 
ridiculous. 

The Senegal striker went to meet 
Shane Ferguson’s cross with his head 
but missed 
it and the 
ball 

deflected 
off his 
hand past 
the help¬ 
less 

Reading 
goalkeeper 
Alex 

McCarthy. 

Reading 
then threw 
everything 
they had 
Newcastle 
in vain 
search of 
the winner 
but Jason 
Roberts 
was denied 
by an 
excellent 
save from 
Steve Harper before Jobi McAnuff hit 
the post. 

In the end the Royals had to settle 
for a point, which was not quite what 
their supporters had hoped for on 
Alan Pardew’s return to the Madejski 
Stadium. 

The Reading faithful have not forgot¬ 
ten how ex-Saints boss Pardew, hav¬ 
ing laid the foundations for the club’s 
current success, resigned as manag¬ 
er in 2003 so he could take charge of 
West Ham. 

Newcastle took the bold step on 
Thursday of handing Pardew a con¬ 
tract which runs until 2020. 

And each time Reading took the lead, 
the home support took great delight 
in warning Newcastle fans: ‘’Eight 
years for Pardew? You’re having a 
laugh”. 

The chants aimed at Pardew, pic¬ 
tured above, continued throughout 
and increased in volume after the 
hosts went into a 2-1 lead. 

But they were quietened just six min¬ 
utes from time in controversial fash¬ 
ion when Ba stooped to meet 
Ferguson’s cross but handled it into 
the net.

Saints lose

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A LOT has changed in the Premier 
League since Saints were last in 
the division, yet their results at 
Goodison Park remain depress- 
ingly familiar. 

Nigel Adkins’ men arrived on 
Merseyside looking to improve on the 
club’s record of just one win in 20 
years at Everton. 

For 25 minutes it appeared that they 
might do just that. 

By the end, though, the nightmare 
run had only got worse. 

Everton clinically picked apart 
Saints’ patchwork defence, to run out 
3-1 winners. 

The team have now conceded 18 
goals in six matches this season and 
are yet to keep a clean sheet in the 
Premier League. 

There was always a danger that they 
could be exposed today against an 
Everton side that appeared to match 
up well against them. 

With Danny Fox, who has struggled 
this season, left out of the team, 
Adkins opted to move his right-back 
Nathaniel Clyne to the other side of 
defence. 

Out of position, and with Saints’ for¬ 
mation offering little coverage ahead 
of him, he endured a difficult after¬ 
noon. 

It was no different for Frazer 
Richardson at right back. 

Again, with little help ahead of him, 
he was left largely alone to deal with 
Everton’s threats down the left. 

Too often Leighton Baines was 
afforded time and space from which to 
deliver with his exquisite left foot. 

The two centre backs, Jose Fonte and 
Jos Hooiveld, were also overmatched

against the towering duo of Nikica 
Jelavic and Marouane Fellaini, who at 
times ran riot. 

Everton were just too good for them 
in the air. It wasn’t much better on the 
ground, either. 

The creative combination of Steven 
Pienaar, Kevin Mirallas and Leon

Osman in midfield cut through their 
Saints counterparts too easily at 
times. 

Saints did look threatening going for¬ 
wards on occasions, but the Everton 
back line was strong enough to ensure 
their contribution was not telling. 

It had all started so well for Adkins’ 


side, as Gaston Ramirez headed them 
in front from Adam Lallana’s corner. 

They even appeared to be getting 
some much-needed good fortune, as 
referee Lee Probert should actually 
have awarded a goal-kick in the build¬ 
up. 

Predictably, Saints started to come 
under some pressure, but still looked 
threatening on the counter, with Jay 
Rodriguez wasting a particularly good 
opportunity when put through on Tim 
Howard’s goal. 

Yet from the moment Osman levelled 
for the hosts, there was only really one 
team in the match. 

Saints completely lost control as the 
first half wore on, with Jelavic strik¬ 
ing twice. 

In truth, it could have been far 
worse. The visitors barely seemed to 
touch the ball in the final 20 minutes of 
the half, as Everton laid siege to their 
goal. 

There was concern that unless the 
half-time whistle arrived quickly, 
Saints could be facing another land¬ 
slide defeat away to the Toffees. 

The 7-1 mauling of 1996 had been 
played on the big screens in the 
ground before kick-off, as if to remind 
Saints of how bad it can get for them 
here. 

Even the chant of “We’re going to 
win 4-3” from the visiting section of 
fans had little oomph behind it. 

The cries of “One Nigel Adkins” 
were, however, far more vociferous, as 
the supporters again underlined their 
faith in the manager who has brought 
them from League One into the top 
flight. 

The second half brought an improve¬ 
ment, with chances for Ramirez and 
Rickie Lambert, but Everton were 
always in command. 

The wait for a first away win of the 
campaign goes on. Given the history, 
it is perhaps no surprise that it didn’t 
arrive here. 



Adkins left to rue 
missed chances 


NIGEL Adkins was left wondering what might have been 
as his side were beaten 3-1 by Everton at Goodison Park. 

Saints got off to the perfect start as Gaston Ramirez, pic¬ 
tured above, netted his first goal for the club to put 
Adkins’ men in the lead after just six minutes. 

Jay Rodriguez got through on goal not long afterwards 
but missed the target and after that Everton turned up 
the heat to score three goals in 13 minutes to seal their 
victory. 

“We’ve come away from home and I think we started 
the game very well,” reflected Adkins. 

“For the first 20-25 minutes we’ve taken the game to 
Everton, scored a good goal from the corner from Gaston 
Ramirez and if Jay Rodriguez had scored to make it 2-0 it 
might have been a different final reflection. 

“Goals change game and 25 minutes gone the first real 
passage of play where Everton have put consecutive pass¬ 
es together gives them a goal. 

“The crowd at Goodison Park got right behind Everton, 
they upped their tempo a lot.” 


Dzeko fires 
late winner 
at Craven 
Cottage... 

MANCHESTER City striker Edin 
Dzeko struck a late winner as the 
Barclays Premier League champions 
came from behind to win 2-1 at 
Fulham this afternoon. 

Dzeko slotted home the decisive goal 
three minutes from time after Sergio 
Aguero had cancelled out Mladen 
Petrie’s early penalty. 

Aguero, who damaged his knee 
against Southampton on the opening 
weekend of the season, tapped home 
the follow-up after Mark Schwarzer 
had parried Carlos Tevez’s deflected 
shot two minutes before the interval. 
Petrie had sent England goalkeeper 
Joe Hart the wrong way from the spot 
after Pablo Zabaleta’s foul on John 



Arne Riise. 

Elsewhere in today’s 3pm kick-offs, 
Luis Suarez netted a Carrow Road 
hat-trick for the second straight sea¬ 
son as Liverpool romped to a 5-2 
success against Norwich. 

The Uruguay striker opened the scor¬ 
ing with a clinical right-footed finish 
in the second minute and then, seven 
minutes before the interval, dispos¬ 
sessed Michael Turner and 
despatched a superb curling shot 
with the outside of his right foot past 
John Ruddy to give the Reds a two- 
goal half-time lead. 

Suarez, pictured above celebrating 
his first, turned provider within two 
minutes of the restart as on-loan 
Real Madrid midfielder Nuri Sahin’s 
first Premier League goal extended 
the visitors’ lead, and then completed 
his treble with another fine curling 
effort. 

Steve Morison pulled one back just 
after the hour mark but Steven 
Gerrard’s deflected strike midway 
through the second half restored the 
Reds’ four-goal cushion. 

Grant Holt then slid his first goal of 
the campaign past Jose Reina three 
minutes from the end but it was 
scant consolation for the well-beaten 
Canaries.

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Terry passes his Mg test

CHELSEA captain John Terry came 
through a hostile reception at Arsenal 
as the Blues consolidated their lead at 
the top of the Barclays Premier League 
with a 2-1 win. 

Fernando Torres fired Chelsea ahead fol¬ 
lowing some poor marking by Laurent 
Koscielny and Juan Mata’s free-kick 
squirmed in to secure three points for the 
European champions after Gervinho had 
equalised on the stroke of half-time. 

Former England skipper Terry was earlier 
this week found guilty of using racist lan¬ 
guage towards Anton Ferdinand by a 
Football Association hearing, but is awaiting 
the full written judgment of the independent 
panel, before deciding whether to appeal a 
verdict which saw him banned for four 
matches and fined £220,000. 

The 31-year-old has always protested his 
innocence and was found not guilty of a 
racially aggravated public order offence in a 
criminal trial during July. 

Predictable chants of ‘’you know what you 
are” from the Arsenal crowd greeted Terry’s 
first touch, as did jeers for former Gunner 
Ashley Cole. 

However, the Emirates Stadium faithful had 
little to sing about as the match wore on. 

While Chelsea came through their first real 
test of the new campaign, the Gunners again 
saw question marks raised over their defen¬ 
sive resilience. 

Arsenal had made a lively start, with Ivory 
Coast forward Gervinho again deployed 


down the centre as contract rebel Theo 
Walcott watched on from the bench. 

On 11 minutes, Abou Diaby created space 
for himself some 20 yards out and shot fierce¬ 
ly at Petr Cech. 

However, the French midfielder’s injury 
jinx appeared to strike again as he was soon 
replaced by Alex Oxlade-Chamberlain. 

Chelsea took the lead on 20 minutes with a 
brilliant finish from Torres. 

A free-kick from Mata on the right was 
floated through the Arsenal penalty area 
towards the far post. 

Laurent Koscielny was wrestling with 
Torres, but the Spaniard was still able to 
hook the ball back into the net. 

Before Arsenal could regroup, they were 
almost 2-0 down as Torres robbed Koscielny 
out on the left and darted into the area. 

However, as the keeper came out and he 
shaped to shoot, the Spaniard tumbled, claim¬ 
ing his heel had been clipped by Koscielny. 

Referee Martin Atkinson, however, was 
having none of it. 

Slowly Arsenal found their rhythm again. 

Gervinho was picked out at the far post and 
headed back across goal instead of at it. 

The Gunners’ frustrations were starting to 
show as Aaron Ramsey was booked for a late 
tackle on Oscar in the 35th minute. 

The Brazilian then also went into the note¬ 
book after another poor challenge on Mikel 
Arteta, who played a key role in the Gunners’ 
equaliser after 42 minutes. 

Patient build up from right-back Carl 
Jenkinson fed the ball back to Arteta, and he 


slipped Oxlade-Chamberlain down the flank. 

His low centre across the six-yard box was 
collected by Gervinho, who had sidestepped 
Terry, with his back to goal - and he turned to 
blast a shot into the roof of the net. 

Arsenal started the second half brightly, 
with Santi Cazorla snatching at an angled 
drive which flew wide. However, the Gunners 
were undone again in the 53rd minute. 

Once more Mata’s curling delivery caused 
panic in the Arsenal penalty area - and a 
backtracking Koscielny helped the ball on 
with the slightest of touches into the corner 
past Vito Mannone’s dive. 

Arsenal had to regroup again, and were 
almost level when Cech brilliantly palmed 
away a looping header from Lukas Podolski. 

Wenger had seen enough and made a double 
change after 66 minutes, bringing on Walcott 
for Ramsey and Olivier Giroud, who scored 
his first Arsenal goal in the midweek Capital 
One Cup win over Coventry, for Podolski. 

Cech was on hand to palm away a deflected 
effort from Giroud as Arsenal looked for the 
equaliser. 

Gibbs tripped Mata on the edge of the penal¬ 
ty area to give Chelsea another dangerous 
piece. This time, though, his shot went 
straight into the wall. 

Giroud had a golden chance to snatch an 
equaliser in stoppage time, but was forced 
wide by Cech and could only smash his shot 
into the side netting. 

Terry made a point of heading over to the 
travelling support at the final whistle, hand¬ 
ing his boots to a couple of young fans.

NEIL Warnock believes 
that recreating the spirit 
of 2003 could see his 
Leeds side achieve 
something special in this 
season’s Capital One 
Cup. 

The veteran boss this 
week masterminded a 
shock 2-1 third-round win 
over Everton at Elland 
Road, and quickly hailed it 
as his best-ever cup win. 

Saints must now try to 
avoid going the same way 
as David Moyes’ Tofees in a 
fourth round tie in west 
Yorkshire at the end of next 
month. 

Warnock’s comment 
about it being his best ever 
cup success was rich praise 
from a man who a decade 
ago took his Sheffield 
United team - who like 
Leeds were in the second 
tier - to the last four of both 
the FA and League Cups. 

He has reunited some key 
members of that team in 
another part of Yorkshire, 
though, with Michael 
Brown still as dogged as 
ever in midfield, Paddy 
Kenny between the sticks 
and Michael Tonge return¬ 
ing to form and fitness 
while on loan from Stoke. 

There was another ex- 
Blade present on Tuesday 
night too, with Phil 

Jagielka sitting on 

Everton’s bench, and 

Warnock could not help but 
take a trip down memory 
lane afterwards. 

“It was like going back in 
time, with the weather 
chucking it down, the fans 
singing, the officials were 
great, everything was,” said 
the 63-year-old, who twice 
accounted for Leeds during 
Sheffield United's own cup 
runs. 

“There were a few ban¬ 
dages and blood, the two 
centre-halves both had 
stitches, it was a proper cup 
tie. 

“Browny showed what he 
could do at his age and it 
was like going back in time 
to when we were all at 
Sheffield. 

“We had Jags there 
watching and I was pleased 
for Browny and Tongey, 
who had to do another role. 

“He covered the full back 
and the winger and we 
called it the graveyard shift 
when we were at Sheffield. 
He was super.” 

One of the main obstacles 
between Saints and a place 
in the quarter finals will be 
controversial Leeds striker 
El-Hadji Diouf. 

The Senegal international 
was once again at the top of

his game against Everton. 

Diouf has rarely been a 
popular figure during his 
decade-long stay in 
England, with Warnock, 
right, himself once com¬ 
paring him to a sewer rat. 

The pair have formed an 
unlikely double act at 
Elland Road, though, and 
even though Diouf could 
walk away from Leeds in 
January, Warnock is sure 
that they will remain as 
football’s odd couple. 


“Dioufy will not go any¬ 
where else, he’s promised 
me certain things and I’m 
happy with that,” 
Warnock said. “He’s obvi¬ 
ously not doing it for 
money, he’s one of the 
lowest-paid players at the 
club. He’s not going to get 
a stage like this again is 
he? 

“He’s a matador and you 
need something like that. 

“It’s no good going to 
Saudi Arabia or Dubai or 


wherever he was going 
for six or seven times the 
wages. 

“He’s better off with me, 
isn’t he?” 

Saints won at Elland 
Road last March en route 
to promotion from the 
second tier. 

Rickie Lambert scored 
the only goal but Saints’ 
man of the match was 
undoubtedly keeper 
Kelvin Davis for a string 
of superb saves. 


Swans 

Stoke 2 Swansea 0 
PETER Crouch netted twice as 
Stoke registered their first win 
of the season by defeating 
Swansea at the Britannia 
Stadium. 

The ex-Saints striker scored 
both goals in the first half, with 
slack defending by the visitors 
allowing him to head in Glenn 
Whelan’s corner in the 12th 
minute. 

Crouch, pictured, then found 
little resistance in the Swansea 
box once again nine minutes 
before the break as he fired 
the ball at Michel Vorm and 
reacted to convert the 
rebound, taking his tally for the 
campaign to five goals in all 
competi¬ 
tions. 

That form 
will keep the 
debate going 
about a 
potential 
England 
recall for the 
31-year-old, 
while his 
club will per¬ 
haps be 
breathing a 
little easier now having finally 
recorded a victory in their sixth 
Barclays Premier League 
game of the season after 
drawing four and losing one of 
the opening five. 

Swansea, meanwhile, started 
the campaign well but have 
now lost three league matches 
in a row and need to turn 
things around quickly. 

Stoke began the contest 
brightly and grabbed an early 
lead after Vorm’s save from 
Jon Walters led to a corner. 

Crouch was left unmarked 
when it was swung in by 
Whelan, allowing the frontman 
to crash a header past the 
helpless Vorm. 

Swansea were almost in 
trouble at the back again 
moments later as Vorm was 
charged down by Crouch, but 
they survived that before see¬ 
ing Charlie Adam rifle an 
attempt over the bar. 

The visitors looked to apply 
some pressure of their own 
and after Michu had struck a 
weak effort at Asmir Begovic, 
a lapse at the back by the 
Potters saw them pass the ball 
straight to Danny Graham, 
whose shot on the turn was 
saved. 

Crouch looked intent on 
securing his hat-trick, but 
headed one effort on to the 
bar and then missed with an 
attempted overhead kick 
before being substituted. 

Kightly and Walters also tried 
their luck towards the end to 
no avail, but the Potters had 
done enough. 
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IN a week that saw Saints 
finally register a long overdue 
win in the Premier League, 
forgive me if I take a step back 
in time and mention 
Hillsborough and its impact on 
football in this country. 

Much has been made of the cover 
up and the subsequent search for 
justice, but the issues raised by the 
events of that tragic day run a lot 
deeper than a police cover up. 

For me, the Taylor Report was 
just not enough. 

The fact that the police made 
major errors wasn’t really that 
much a surprise. Anyone with half 
a brain could have told you that. 

Turning every major football 
ground into an all seater wasn’t so 
much a case of bolting the barn 
door after the horse had bolted, 
more a case of ensuring said door 
had a motion detector, auto swing 
open and close and a rated draft 
excluders. 

Just bolt the bloody door! 

People died because football 
grounds in the late eighties/early 
nineties were a complete sham¬ 
bles. 

How on earth could you ever jus¬ 
tify keeping fans in cages? 

In the modern era, it’s just aston¬ 
ishing that we, as fans, ever put up 
with that. 

It was the cages that herded foot¬ 
ball fans in like animals that were 
really responsible for the deaths of 
the 96 Liverpool fans,. 

Without them, you’d just have 
fans spilling onto the pitch. 

It certainly doesn’t absolve the 
police of their part in the tragedy. 

The incompetence shown on the 
day and the sheer lack of aware¬ 
ness was mind blowing, and the 
subsequent cover up just rubbed 
salt into the wound. 

You can’t help but feel that if the 
police had held their hands up and 
apologised for their part in the 
whole fiasco, then a lot of the pain 
that followed would have been 
alleviated. 

But has football really 
improved that much since 
Hillsborough? 

Yes, we have all seater stadiums. 

But has the game moved on since 
then, or have we just removed the 
cages? 

Just how are football fans treated 
in this shiny new ear of Sky Sports 
and all seater stadiums? 

A good example would be the 
Millwall match at St Mary’s last 
season, a game that saw small 
pockets of crowd trouble in the 
stands and yet still saw both sets of 
fans released out of the ground at 
the same time. 

The result? 

Shock, horror, surprise - we saw 
violence outside the ground. 

At what stage do you think some¬ 
one actually stopped and thought 
how doing that would be a good 
idea? 

The answer was their “human 
rights” would be impinged, appar¬ 
ently. 

What about the “human rights” 
of the innocent people caught in 
the middle of the small patches of 
trouble that ensued outside St 
Mary’s that day? 

Did anyone think of the effects of 
letting two sets of fans out at the 
same time when there had already 
been trouble inside the ground 
earlier?

THE John Terry race verdict 
that was delivered this week 
did not surprise me. 

A four-game ban was handed 
down to the Chelsea defender, as 
well as a fine of £220,000, for 
using abusive and/or insulting 
words or behaviour towards 
QPR defender Anton Ferdinand. 

Once the FA opted to charge 
the player, it always seemed 
likely that he would be facing 
sanctions. 

What did perplex me a little 
bit, though, was their decision to 
charge the former England cap¬ 
tain in the first place. 

One would have thought that, 
after being found not guilty of a 
racially aggravated public order 
offence in a criminal case at 
Westminster Magistrates Court 
in July, the matter would have 
faded away. 

In light of the result of the 
criminal case, I can fully under¬ 
stand the player’s lawyers hav¬ 
ing wanted the charge against 
their client to be dismissed. 

I presume it was Terry’s advi¬ 
sors who recommended that he 
should quit his role in the 
England team. 

Was this because he stood very 
little chance of winning his case 
and, if found guilty, would face a 
ban and the prospect of national 
manager Roy Hodgson having to 
drop him from his squad? 

Whatever the reasoning, this 
has become one of the most acri¬ 
monious disputes that we have 
seen in English football. 

The Crown Prosecution 
Service’s decision to charge 
Terry for racially abusing 
Ferdinand resulted in him being 
stripped of the England captain¬ 
cy. 

It was also a decision that led 
to the then England manager, 
Fabio Capello, resigning. 

Terry’s career is one that has 
been littered with contentious 
issues at both club and interna¬ 
tional level. 

He was appointed David 
Beckham’s successor as 
England skipper in 2006, but was 
stripped of that position in 2010 
following allegations he had an 
affair with teammate Wayne 
Bridge’s ex-girlfriend, before 
being reappointed in March 
2011. 

I believe that the FA have 
allowed this case to rumble on 
far too long. 

A similar hearing involving 
Liverpool’s Luis Suarez last sea¬ 
son was dealt with quite quick¬ 
ly, and led to the Uruguayan 


being banned for eight matches, 
after being found guilty of 
racially abusing Manchester 
United’s Patrice Evra. 

Muddying the waters further 
were Members of Parliament 
telling the FA they need to do 
more in their fight against 
racism in the sport. 

In a show of strength, the FA 
may well be using the Terry 
incident as a means of restoring 
faith in the hard work they have 


put in over many years in trying 
to remove racism from the 
game. 

Now he has been found guilty, 
this will be an examination of 
the character of 31-year-old 
Terry, who is undoubtedly a 
player that has always given his 
best for both club and country. 

It might also bring complica¬ 
tions for Chelsea, who have 
been staunch in the support of 
their captain. 


IT was great to see that common 
sense prevailed in last week’s 
Premier League match between 
Liverpool and Manchester United. 

This was Liverpool’s first home 
game since the Hillsborough 
Independent Panel cleared their fans 
of any responsibility for the 1989 
disaster, where 96 of the Merseyside 
club’s supporters were crushed to 
death during an FA Cup semi-final. 

All eyes were on the potential 
flashpoint before kick-off - would 
the two antagonists, Luis Suarez 
and Patrice Evra, shake hands in the 
pre-match ceremonies? 

I’m happy to say that both 
responded to the occasion and it 
was a moment that passed off with¬ 
out incident. 

A really nice gesture was United 
legend Sir Bobby Charlton present¬ 
ing Liverpool hero Ian Rush with a 


bouquet of red roses, and Ryan 
Giggs releasing 96 balloons in mem¬ 
ory of those who were lost. 

Both clubs worked tremendously 
hard in the build-up in making sure 
this volatile fixture never sank to the 
levels that previous contests 
between the two have. 

Of course, this was never going to 
stop the intensity and ferocity from 
both teams once the whistle blew. 

When Jonjo Shelvey was sent off 
for a two-footed tackle on Jonny 
Evans, the game was at boiling 
point, fuelled I believe by the possi¬ 
bility that the United player may 
have well received a red for his own 
double-footed tackle in the same 
incident, as well as Shelvey’s spat 
with Sir Alex Ferguson as he left the 
pitch. 

Although down to ten men, it was 
Liverpool who opened the scoring, 
through inspirational skipper Steven 
Gerrard. 

It was a poignant moment for 
Gerrard, whose ten-year-old cousin 
was the youngest fan to die at 
Hillsborough. 


United, however, equalised within 
five minutes when Rafael curled a 
sumptuous strike past Pepe Reina. 

They then heaped more misery on 
the Anfield faithful after referee Mark 
Halsey awarded a dubious penalty, 
believing that Glen Johnson had 
brought down Antonio Valencia. 

The spot kick was dispatched by 
Robin van Persie, much to the relief 
of the United supporters, who had 
seen their team miss the last three 
penalties they had been awarded. 

Although happy to take the three 
points, Ferguson was far from satis¬ 
fied with his side’s performance, and 
admitted Liverpool had been the 
better team for much of the 90 min¬ 
utes. 

Looking back on the sending off, 
and having being inundated with 
calls on our Monday night football 
show here in South Africa regarding 


what constitutes a red card, I picked 
up on comments from head of the 
Premier League referees Mike Riley, 
who explained that there are effec¬ 
tively four different types of chal¬ 
lenges. 

Firstly, there are correct ones, 
where a player fairly wins the ball 
and there is no impact on the oppo¬ 
nent. Secondly, elements of a care¬ 
less tackle, where a free-kick is 
given. Thirdly, a tackle that is reck¬ 
less in nature, and results in a book¬ 
ing. Fourthly, a tackle that endan¬ 
gers the safety of an opponent, 
which results in a red card. 

Therefore, in the blink of an eye, 
the referee must consider a host of 
factors. 

While I accept all the above, I have 
to ask this: why is there so much 
inconsistency? 

In fairness to the select group of 
16 referees and 30 assistants, they 
do meet every two weeks to review 
and discuss incidents. Their own 
performances are also reviewed 
using a post-match analysis com¬ 
puter system.

NOTTINGHAM Forest manager 
Sean O’Driscoll was not aware 
of the fierce rivalry his club 
shares with Derby when he 
arrived at the City Ground, 
but the former Cherries man¬ 
ager has been fully versed 
ahead of tomorrow’s show¬ 
down between the two. 

Just 15 miles separate the 
clubs who are historically 
linked by Brian Clough, who 
managed them both to silver¬ 
ware during his colourful 
career. 

A joint love of the man known 
as ‘Big Head’ is as far as the 
pleasantries go, though, with 
little affection anywhere else. 
O’Driscoll had no idea of how 
high passions could run when 
he agreed to be Steve 
Cotterill’s assistant last sea¬ 
son but, having been given 
the top job himself in the 
summer, he was quickly 
brought up to speed. 

“I’ve been involved in a few 
derbies but this is 
probably as 
intense a on< 
as I’ve seen,’ 
he said. 

“Until I 
joined 

Forest I was¬ 
n’t aware 
how intense 
the rivalry 
between the two 
sides is. 

“It’s a parochial thing really - 
it probably doesn’t get the 
headlines it deserves. 

“You want it to be competitive 
but within boundaries and 
hope that both sets of players 
walk off pleased with the way 
they’ve played, which will 
hopefully please the fans as 
well.” 

O’Driscoll, pictured, was 
referring to a number of 
unsavoury incidents to have 
happened between the two 
over recent years, most 
notably in 2009 when then- 
Forest manager Billy Davies 
accused Derby boss Nigel 
Clough, the son of Brian, of 
hitting him. 

“Sunday’s game will revolve 
around making the right deci¬ 
sions,” O’Driscoll added of the 
need for heads to be kept 
cool. And you make better 
decisions when you can han¬ 
dle the pressure. 

“That’s one thing we will have 
to reiterate in the build-up to 
the game but we will probably 
have more experienced play¬ 
ers in terms of games played 
and the level they have been 
played at, so it will sort of 
balance itself out.” 
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DEAN Hammond is targeting a 
Championship promotion double. 

The midfielder went up with Saints 
last season and has backed Brighton 
& Hove Albion, where he is currently 
on loan, to stage a repeat - even 
though he expects it to be tougher. 

Albion have won all three of their 
matches, against Watford, Sheffield 
Wednesday and Millwall, since 
Hammond returned to the club for a 
second spell on loan for the season. 

Those results have taken the 
Seagulls into top spot and on course 
to emulate Hammond’s success with 
Saints last season. 

The player himself said: “I can’t see 
why not. 

“The spirit between the boys is fan¬ 
tastic, we’ve got some very, very good 
players here. It’s just that momentum 
and consistency, winning games and 
picking points up like we did against 
Watford, maybe when we are not at 
our best. 

“We were fantastic against Sheffield 
Wednesday. We played some real 
free-flowing stuff and scored some 
good goals. 

“The home form is very important 
and we are winning games away from 
home, so there is every chance." 

Saints were promoted as runners- 
up to Reading but Hammond, pic¬ 
tured right playing for Brighton, 
reckons it was easier for them than it 
will be for Albion. 

“It’s going to be a more difficult 
league this year,” he said. 

“The teams that have come down 
are probably, except for West Ham 
maybe, a lot stronger - Bolton, 
Wolves, Blackburn. 

“You look at the top six now. It is so 
strong and so are the teams below 
that. 

“Blackburn have spent heavily, 
Cardiff have as well. 

“Blackpool are on a good roll and 
they have been a team together for a 
long time now. 

“There are so many you can name - 
Leeds, Bolton, Wolves, Leicester - 
that will be saying they want to get 
promoted and can get promoted. 

“We are confident 
within ourselves. 

“We just need to con¬ 
centrate on ourselves, 
play the way we want to 
play and just take one 
game at a time, even if 
that is a boring thing to 
say.” 

Hammond had a pretty 
good idea from the out¬ 
side looking in that 
Albion had changed 
from the club he left five 
years ago to join 
Colchester. 

He just did not appreci¬ 
ate how big the change 
has been and how good 
his teammates are sec- 


V 
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ond time around. 

Hammond has now experienced the 
seismic transformation. 

Albion at The Amex are unrecog- 
niseable from the club he played for 
in the Championship at Withdean. 

“From the outside, seeing the stadi¬ 
um, you think Brighton has changed, 
but when you come here it is a com¬ 
pletely different club,” he explained. 

“The infra-structure is fantastic. So 
much has changed. The players are 
looked after really well. 

“Obviously, the manager is different 
and his experience and knowledge of 
the game really helps. 

“And the quality of the players has 
changed so much. It is amazing real¬ 
ly. Until you actually come within the 
club I don’t think you fully know the 
change." 

Hammond made his home debut 
against Sheffield Wednesday in front 
of a record crowd, quite a contrast to 
crowds of under 10,000 at The 
Withdean. 

He said: “In those days we were in 
the Championship trying to survive 
really, playing against teams like that 
and getting a point. That was a really 
good result. 

“But there is a lot of ambition in this 
club and I think that’s great. 
Everyone is thriving off that. 

“Where we are now is where the 
club has always strived to be. It’s 
where we should be as well. 

“We had 26,000 people for the last 
home game. The stadium is fantastic." 

Hammond has fitted in seamlessly 
on the right side of Albion’s midfield 
triangle since his deadline day return 
from Saints on a season-long loan. 

He knew Albion were a decent side 
after featuring in Saints’ 3-0 defeat at 
The Amex last January. Now that he 
is training and playing with Gus 
Poyet’s revamped squad - which also 
features ex-Saints star Wayne Bridge 
- he has a better understanding of 
their respective qualities. 

“It’s even better,” he said. “I knew it 
was a good team here, because obvi¬ 
ously I’ve played against them, but 
training with the boys it’s a very high 
standard that is set every day. 

“The competition for places is unre¬ 
al. You know you have to be at your 
best every game, otherwise you could 
be out. 

“That’s great, the way it should be. 

“It keeps everyone on their toes and 
that’s what you need to be successful. 

“The manager encourages us to win 
every game, not go to places for a 
point. With the players we’ve got, the 
set up we have and the shape we play 
from I can’t see why we can’t do that. 

“His enthusiasm rubs off on you. I 
love the fact that you get a lot of infor¬ 
mation, which is very good. 

“You know your role, you know 
what he wants you to do, which really 
helps you.”

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Tributes flood in for ex-Chenies manager John Bond ... 


‘Lowly man’ will 

be sorely missed 




HARRY Redknapp has joined the

the life and career of “lovely man” 
John Bond. 

Redknapp led the tributes to his fellow 
ex-Cherries boss, who died at the age of 
79 this week. 

The duo first met when Redknapp, pic¬ 
tured below, was a 10-year-old auto¬ 
graph hunter and Bond a well-known 
star at West Ham United. 

They went on to play together for the 
Hammers before joining forces at 
Cherries when manager Bond brought 
Redknapp to Dean Court in August 1972. 

Mr Bond is credited with attracting 
bumper crowds to Dean Court as his 
exciting brand of football sparked one of 
the most memorable periods in the 
club’s history. 

He guided Cherries to promotion from 
Division Four in 1970-71 and narrowly 
missed out on repeating the feat in 
Division Three before leaving to take 
charge of Norwich City. 

Redknapp said: “They were great 
times and great days. MacDougall and 
Boyer up front together - what a part¬ 
nership - and he got those two playing. 

“He brought so many good players to 
the club and built a fantastic team, 
which would probably have got promot¬ 
ed if John had stayed here. 

“I am very proud that I was the first 
manager to ever take Bournemouth into 
the old second division. But I wouldn’t 
have been if John had stayed here. 

“He’d have done that before me - no 
doubt about that.” 

In an interview in 2010, Mr Bond 
recalled his Cherries reign when 
he said: “The stands were there 
but they didn’t get any crowds in 
them. 

“They were averaging 3,000 
when I took over and we finished 
up getting 18,000 and 21,000. It 
was a very exciting time 
in the town. It was 
brilliant.” 

Born in Essex, Mr 
Bond made his 
name during a d ic 
tinguished playir 
career with Wes 
Ham. 

The Hammers 
legend then 

played for 

Torquay United 
before moving 
into manage¬ 
ment with clubs 
including Cherries, 

Norwich City and 
Manchester City. He 
led Norwich to a 
League Cup final and 


also collected an FA Cup runners-up 
medal with Man City. 

Redknapp added: “John had a great 
personality and he was flamboyant. 
Players wanted to play for him and he 
had a way of getting the best out of peo¬ 
ple. 

“John knew the game and he did a 
great job at Bournemouth. He had a 
great career in football - as a player and 
managing. 

“John was a fantastic coach, a real 
football man and a real family man. 
Above all else, they are a lovely family. 
You couldn’t dislike them. They are an 
absolutely proper, lovely, class family. 

“I loved his company and I always 
loved being around him and talking 
football with him.” 

Redknapp added: “I first met John 
when I was stood outside West Ham’s 
ground collecting autographs as a 10- 
year-old. 

“I can remember it as if it was now. 

“I had a picture of him at the club 
Christmas party, eating a chicken leg, 
and he signed that for me.” 

“When I went to West Ham as a 15- 
year-old, John was a senior player and a 
great right-back. He was one of the 
greatest passers and kickers of a ball I 
have ever seen. 

“They called him Muffin at West Ham 
because he had a kick like a mule. 

“He could hit a ball from right-back to 
outside-left like radar over 50 yards and 
you have never seen anyone strike a 
ball like it. 

“He had a right foot like you have 
never seen. Nobody could pass a 
ball like Bondy. He could strike 
a ball that ferociously, it was 
amazing.” 

After finishing his playing 
career with Torquay United, 
Mr Bond cut his managerial 
teeth with Cherries before spells 
charge of Norwich City, 
Manchester City, Burnley, 
Swansea City, 

Birmingham City 
and Shrewsbury 
Town. 

His son Kevin 
played for 

Cherries before 
also managing 
the club. 

Bond junior also 
played for Saints 
in the mid 1980s 
before returning 
to the club under 
Redknapp’s man- 
f agement in 2004. 
The pair also 
worked together at 
Portsmouth and 

Tottenham.

CHERRIES legend Ted 
MacDougall paid a warm trib¬ 
ute to former boss John Bond 
and admitted: “He changed 
my life.” 

MacDougall, pictured above, 
was speaking after Mr Bond, 
who managed Cherries from 
1970-73, had died this week 
at the age 79. 

Dean Court goalscoring hero 
MacDougall was Cherries’ 
leading marksman in three 
successive seasons. 
MacDougall - who went on to 
play for Saints - flourished 
under Bond’s guidance and 
fired Cherries to promotion in 
1970-71 when he netted 42 
times in 46 Division Four 
appearances. 

MacDougall said: “I owe 
everything I became in my life 
to him because he gave me 
opportunities and showed me 
how to do the job properly. 

“He was ahead of his time and 
he was a visionary.” 
MacDougall, who later reunit¬ 
ed with his old mentor at 
Norwich City, added: “He was 
the best coach I ever had. 

“It was just a pleasure and a 
great experience. I’m eternally 
grateful for everything he did 
- everything.” 
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STRIKER: Ex-Saint Theo Walcott 
wants to play more as a forward. 


ARSENAL manager Arsene Wenger has 
asked ex-Saint Theo Walcott to be patient 
in his demands to play as a central striker. 

Walcott scored twice and played a starring role 
in the 6-1 Capital One Cup mauling of Coventry 
in the week then he said being played as the 
main forward could be instrumental in signing a 
new contract with the club. 

Wenger employed the 23-year-old in a wide role 
against the npower League One club but he 
showed his goalscoring potential with two 
efforts in the second half. 

The game was already wrapped up at that stage 
thanks to goals from Olivier Giroud, Alex 
Oxlade-Chamberlain and Andrey Arshavin, 
with Ignasi Miquel scoring in between Walcott’s 
strikes. 

It was a timely reminder from the England 
international of his finishing ability and Wenger 
said he will always consider deploying Walcott 
as a striker. 

“I’m not against it, I’m not 
against it at all but we try and 
at the moment there is big 
competition up front, we 
have a different formula 
and the team is doing 
well,” Wenger said. 

“His time will come for 
that and at the moment 
we have to be a bit 
patient. 

“He is a great finisher 
now, in front of goal he is 
really absolutely amazing.” 

Wenger, pictured right, also revealed the club 
are constantly in talks with Walcott’s represen¬ 
tatives over a new deal and is hopeful of keeping 
him at the club. 

“We want him to stay, I always said exactly the 
same,” he said. 

“We are all professional and I always said that 
lets hope we can extend his deal and that is part 
of every professional situation. 

“I speak to Theo of course, we are always in 
touch with them (his agent) and you have to give 
us some time to try and sort that out.” 

Wenger made 11 changes to his starting line-up 
for the visit of struggling Coventry and, after an 
average first half, he felt his side took full advan¬ 
tage of a tiring Sky Blues defence.

Managers get the bullet 


JUST a few weeks into the 
new season, and five Football 
League managers have 
already paid the ultimate 
price for a poor start, writes 
SIMON CARTER. 

Andy Thorn (Coventry), 
John Sheridan (Chesterfield), 
Terry Brown (AFC 
Wimbledon), Gary Waddock 
(Wycombe) and John Ward 
(Colchester) have all been 
fired after just a handful of 
games in 2012/13. 

All their pre season hopes, 


ambitions, plans ... all shot to 
pieces in a matter of weeks. 

We all know there is no 
room for sentiment in profes¬ 
sional football. 

Sheridan was walking 
around Wembley a winner 
back in the spring, after guid¬ 
ing the Spireites to JPT glory. 
Now, he’s out of a job. 

Thorn was given one of the 
toughest tasks in the 
Championship last season, 
that of attempting to reverse 
Coventry’s long-standing 


slide with hardly any money 
to play with and most of his 
better players sold on. 

He couldn’t save them from 
what appeared an inevitable 
drop long before the last rites 
were administered, and as I 
write the Sky Blues still 
haven’t won a League 1 game. 

Lower down the pyramid, 
down in the non league, life is 
not much better for those who 
put themselves in the firing 
line. 

Ian Baird and Stuart Ritchie 


will tell you that. 

Baird was sacked as 
Eastleigh boss after just 
seven Blue Square Bet South 
games, while Ritchie was this 
week given the bullet at 
Havant & Waterlooville after 
one win in the same division. 

Yes, the Stuart Ritchie who 
managed AFC Totton for 
eight successful years only 
managed to last nine league 
games with the club he only 
joined back in the summer. 

Amid a poor start to the 



RICHARD Hall has warned 
Eastleigh fans that his team 
selection “may not be what 
everyone wants” over the next 
couple of weeks. 

Today’s visit of Hayes & Yeading 
was the first of five games for the 
Spitfires in the next two weeks - four 
in the league, plus next Saturday’s FA 
Cup third qualifying round trip to 
Gloucester City. 

And with a Hampshire Senior Cup 
tie at home to Christchurch to follow 
on Tuesday, October 16, Hall is plan¬ 
ning to make full use of his squad. 

“All our players are very important 
and they will all be used in some shape 
or form over the next six games,” he 
said. “Sometimes my team selection 
will not be what everyone wants it to 
be, but no way can we play the same 
team in every game and keep every¬ 
one fit and fresh. It’s physically impos¬ 
sible with five games in two weeks. 

“Having a good squad of players 
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makes my job a bit easier in that 
respect. 

“Just because a player has played 
well in one game, doesn’t necessarily 
mean he will play in the next one. 

“We need to tread carefully if we 
want to maintain our fitness and not 
pick up silly little injuries. 

“It’s easier in a full-time club when 
you’ve got the players in every day. 
You can have them observed and put 
them in training as you see fit,” he 
added. 

“But we don’t have that luxury. If 
you’re fit, you train.” 

Given Eastleigh’s fixture-packed 
fortnight, the manager was delighted 
to welcome defender/midfielder Leigh 
Mills on board from Winchester City 
this week. 

Although Hill inherited a quality 


squad from predecessor Ian Baird, he 
felt they lacked a player of Mills’s ver¬ 
satility. 

“The squad is short of the type of 
player who plays adequately in three 
or four positions,” he said. “You don’t 
ask them to be outstanding - but if 
they are, great. All you ask of them is 
to play well for the team. 

“That type of player is worth his 
weight in gold.” 

Hill, who was aware of Mills during 
his Swindon and Spurs days, added: 
“Leigh can play anywhere across the 
back four or midfield, so he can cover 
six positions. He’s under no illusion 
what the expectation is. 

“Winchester wanted notice of 
approach, but I’d like to thank them 
for waiving the seven days. If they 
hadn’t, Leigh wouldn’t have been 
available today.” 

Mills, 24, boasts a rich pedigree. As a 
teenager he was one of the hottest 
young properties in the English game. 

Tottenham Hotspur splashed out a 
reported initial fee of £150,000 for him 


when they signed him from Swindon 
Town as a 16-year-old and it was 
rumoured that Everton were disap¬ 
pointed to miss out on his signature. 

Mills appeared regularly for Spurs’ 
academy and reserve side, lining up 
with the likes of Michael Dawson and 
Tom Huddlestone, and went on to gain 
Football League experience on loan at 
Gillingham. 

He was capped at England under-17 
level and played in the same 2005 
European Under-17 Championship 
squad as ex-Saint Theo Walcott, 
Michael Mancienne and Fabrice 
Muamba. 

Mills was released by Spurs in 
February 2009 and had a spell out of 
football before signing for Winchester 
in July 2010. 

Last season he captained City to the 
Sydenhams Premier title and promo¬ 
tion to the Southern League, but he 
parted company with the club earlier 
this month following financial 
restructuring.

league season, Havant also man¬ 
aged to lose at two divisions lower 
North Leigh in the FA Cup - five 
seasons after leading Liverpool at 
Anfield in the same competition, 
and less than 12 months after 
Ritchie’s Totton appeared on live 
TV in the FA Cup second round. 

That is classic football. The game 
is capable of providing mammoth 
highs and crushing disappoint¬ 
ments in equal measure, and quite 
often within the space of a few days. 

Baird and Ritchie are both former 
professional footballers, so will be 


aware that management is a results 
business. 

Still, to dispense with a manager 
before the end of September does 
seem a little hasty. 

It is easy to be sympathetic 
towards Baird. 

Due to the financial weight of 
sponsors Bridle Insurance, Baird 
was allowed to bring in virtually a 
new team of new players back in 
the summer. 

Most of them were experienced at 
either the level the Spitfires are 
playing at, or above. 


But ask any manager - from Sir 
Alex Ferguson down - and they will 
tell you that it takes time to blood 
so many new signings together. 

It takes time to foster that all 
important team spirit. 

Can it be achieved after just seven 
games of a season? 

Bridle, for their part, have 
stumped up some serious cash by 
Blue Square Bet South standards, 
and want to see a pretty quick 
return on their outlay. 

That means winning promotion to 
the Conference this season, so time 


is not really on their side. 

Two wins and four defeats from 
his first seven league games was 
not the start Baird would have 
anticipated, and as such his depar¬ 
ture was not a massive surprise.

STUART Ritchie will go down as a 
legend at AFC Totton after eight 
hugely successful years at the 
Testwood helm. 

But he didn’t even last the first eight 
weeks of the new Blue Square Bet South 
campaign at Havant & Waterlooville, who 
wielded the axe on Wednesday after just 
nine league games. 

Following Tuesday’s 3-0 home defeat by 
Weston-super-Mare, the Westleigh Park 
club decided to cut their losses and relieve 
Ritchie and his assistant Barry Blankley 
of their duties “because of a poor 
sequence of results and displays that have 
seen the club drop to third from bottom 
after just nine matches”. 

The writing was on the wall for 
Southampton-based Ritchie, 44, last 
Saturday when the Hawks meekly bowed 
out of the FA Cup 1-0 away to lower league 
North Leigh. 

It flew in the face of Havant’s fairytale 
Cup tradition which, just five years ago, 
saw them lead Liverpool twice at Anfield 
before proudly bowing out in the fourth 
round proper. 

The North Leigh debacle was also a far 
cry from the Ritchie-inspired Cup perfor¬ 
mances produced by AFC Totton last sea¬ 
son as they marched through to the sec¬ 
ond round proper and a money-spinning 
televised home tie against Bristol Rovers. 

Former Hampshire cricketer Adi 
Aymes, Havant’s general manager, was 
placed in caretaker charge for today’s trip 
to Bromley, heading up a temporary man¬ 
agement team which also includes 
Ritchie’s predecessor Shaun Gale who 
was sacked last April after a run of poor 
results. 

Following Gale’s dismissal it was left to 
his assistant/coach Steve Johnson and 
Aymes to lead the club to Conference 
South safety before Ritchie was finally 
unveiled as the new boss at the beginning 
of May. 

Ritchie’s appointment was one of the 
worst kept secrets in the non-League 
game. He had announced his intention to 
leave Totton before the end of last season 
but neither he nor Havant wanted to dis- 
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rupt the Stags while they were 
still in with a shout of promotion 
from the Southern Premier 
Division. Making the move with 
Ritchie to Westleigh Park was his 
trusty right-hand man Sean New. 
Together the pair had led Totton 
through eight success-filled seasons, 
including a 2007 FA Vase final 
appearance at the new Wembley and 
double promotion from the Wessex 
to the Southern Premier. 

But before Ritchie had settled into 
his new role, New was suspended 
and then axed by the Hawks for fail¬ 
ing to make “certain disclosures * 
about his past” and, in mid-June, ^ 
former Bashley boss and Salisbury if 
assistant manager Blankley was * 
brought in to replace him. 

Early season results were not good 
enough, however, and Tuesday’s Weston 
whitewash was the final straw.

Blackfield boss hails “game changer” Ekow

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IF THE Wessex football com¬ 
munity was not aware of the 
name Ekow Elliott - they are 
now! 

Blackfield & Langley’s wing 
wizard struck twice last Saturday 
to fire the Watersiders into the 
FA Cup third qualifying round 
for the first time in their history. 

With just three minutes gone at 
Fareham Town, the 22-year-old 
bent a free kick into the far, top 
corner with such confidence and 
accuracy that it would not have 
looked out of place on Match of 
the Day. Even he later admitted:

And by the 26th minute, the tie 
was done and dusted with 
Elliott’s close-range finish round¬ 
ing off a superb team move. 

A Bournemouth University stu¬ 
dent for the last four years, 
Elliott recently graduated and 
now works at the uni as a sports 
assistant. 

From the ages of eight to 12, the 
winger/attacking midfielder was 
on Reading’s books and he later 
played for Aldershot’s youth set¬ 
up as a 17/18-year-old during 
Gary Waddock’s time in charge. 

His Blackfield & Langley love 
affair began at the back end the 
end of last season when he was 
snapped up by the Watersiders’ 
wily former Dorchester Town 
manager Ashley Vickers. 

“Ekow came to us from 
Bournemouth Uni and then went 
to America to coach,” said 
Vickers. 

“He lacked a bit of fitness, but 
he’s getting fitter and stronger 
now and he’s a game changer. 
When he gets on the ball exciting 
things happen. 

“What I like about him is that 
he’s taken on board the defensive 
side of things. 

“He’s got a bit of spite in him too 
and doesn’t get bullied by people 
who try and kick him.” 

Far from being the victim last 
Saturday, Elliott turned aggres¬ 
sor at one stage and both man¬ 
agers felt he was lucky to stay on 
the pitch. 

Early in the second half, he 
unwisely raised his hands to 
push a Fareham player away, 
sparking a mass melee in front of 
the visitors’ dugout. 

Four players - Elliott and Kane 
Daysh for Blackfield and Craig 
Shrimpton and Burt for Matt 
Fareham - were cautioned in 
the aftermath and it was 
Shrimpton who eventually got 
his marching orders late in the

match for a second bookable 
offence. 

Vickers, pictured below, admit¬ 
ted: “That was one blip on an oth¬ 
erwise professional performance. 

“Ekow shouldn’t have raised 
his hands.” 

Parr agreed: “The lad 
could have been sent off. 

He’s pushed one of ours in 
the throat and then Kane 
Daysh has raced 40 yards 
to get involved. 

“We needed something 
like that to go our way, but 
it would have been unfortu¬ 
nate for Ekow to get sent off 
after the way he played. His 
movement and finishing were 
excellent. 

“Ekow’s a very good player and 
that early goal was a killer blow 



for us. You don’t see free kicks 
like that too often at this level.” 

Blackfield, though, are far from 
a one-man band. 

Elliott’s was one of many out¬ 
standing individual perfor¬ 
mances last Saturday but, 
above all, Vickers is proud 
of the unity of his newly- 
assembled side. 

“We’ve changed every 
I player bar one - Nathan 
Lynch - but the together¬ 
ness is fantastic,” he said. 
“The staff have tried to 
put a professional ethos in 
place and the lads are growing 
into it. 

“I firmly believe that any one of 
our players could play a lot high¬ 
er. 

“Kane Daysh was imperious 


against Fareham, winning head¬ 
er after header, and wouldn’t 
look out of place in the 
Conference National. 

“We’ve worked hard with Dave 
Ewen who’s got a winning aura 
about him. He gave a really 
mature and disciplined perfor¬ 
mance along with Joe Byrne and 
Maurice Stewart. 

“I’m really proud of the players. 
The work they put in and the way 
they implemented our game plan 
was fantastic. 

“This was the biggest game of 
some of their careers and now 
they’re going to have another 
one.” 

That will come next Saturday 
when Blackfield visit Southern 
One South & West outfit Sholing 
in the third qualifying round.

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MATT Parr believes nerves got 
the better of some of his 
Fareham Town players in last 
Saturday’s 2-0 FA Cup defeat 
by Blackfield & Langley. 

With Newport IoW at home to 
Conference South leaders 
Salisbury, it was always likely that 
the winners of the all-Wessex duel 
would be the sole Sydenhams sur¬ 
vivors in Monday’s third qualifying 
round draw. 

And while Parr took nothing away 
from the quality of Blackfield’s per¬ 
formance, he felt the occasion was 
too big for the less experienced 
members of his squad. 

“Blackfield were outstanding and 
we were rubbish,” he confessed. 

“Everything we worked on in 
training went out of the window. 

“I think one of the problems is 


that three or four of our lads have 
been picked up from local football 
and they’re not used to playing in 
games like this. 

“They’ve been excellent for us, 
but there was quite a big crowd 
here compared to what they’re used 
to and, unfortunately, they froze. 

“It was a big game for both clubs 
and we didn’t turn up at the 
start.” 

Fareham slipped a goal 
down inside three minutes 
when Matt Burt conceded a 
soft free kick on the edge of 
the box which was expertly 
bent into the far corner by 
Ekow Elliott. 

With the half-hour 
approaching Elliott struck 
again, this time finishing off a 
superb team move to put clear day¬ 
light between the sides. 

Fareham had their chances, but 
Parr was the first to admit that the 
best team won on the day. 

“I thought Blackfield were out¬ 
standing,” he said. “They play foot¬ 
ball the right way. 



“The first goal was always going 
to be crucial and their two early 
goals did for us.

Boosted by his loved ones, particularly 
two-year-old daughter Isla, Culliford’s 
positive approach has proved an inspi¬ 
ration to those around him. 

Listening to his story, it is easy to 
understand why. 

One anecdote stands out. 

It also epitomises the determination of 
the firefighter. 

In a bid to prove a point, to himself and 
medics, he embarked on an extraordi¬ 
nary cycle ride to a hospital appoint¬ 
ment in Oxford. 

“I was about 20 minutes late and 
walked in wearing all my cycle gear,” 
explained the ex-Poole Town, Wimborne 
Town, Poppies and Bashley player. 

“They all looked at me a bit oddly and 
I just said I was sorry I was late. 

“I left at 2am and got there just past 
10.30am for my appointment. 

“They write you off quite quickly. I 
thought ‘you know what, I’m different 
and I’m going to prove to you I’m differ¬ 
ent’. 

“Whether they are right and I become 
the stereotypical MND patient, I don’t 
know. 

“But I just felt I had to prove it to 
myself and to them that I was still ready 
to fight - I’m still fit so, go on, tell me I’m 
ill.” 

Culliford has been labelled a “hero” by 
work colleague and old midfield partner 
Taffy Richardson, who was one of the 
main organisers of Thursday’s benefit 
match at Wimborne Town’s Cuthbury 
home. 

Led by special guest Harry Redknapp, 
some of the area’s top footballing fig¬ 
ures attended the game between a 
Culliford team and an AFC 
Bournemouth XI, with funds going 
towards the Ham worthy man’s treat¬ 
ment. 

Culliford has been fighting motor neu¬ 
rone disease since he was diagnosed in 
August 2011 after first noticing a differ¬ 
ence in his right hand while shaking 
hands with football opponents and then 
while playing tennis. 

He admitted he felt “shell-shocked” 
when given the news. 

“Within a few weeks, my life had been 
turned upside down and I didn’t know 
what to do and had to pick myself back 
up from that,” said Culliford. 

“There are days where I don’t want to 
get out of bed. 

“My little girl comes in and bounces on 
me and I have got to be as normal as I 
can be for her and I have got to beat this 
thing for her. 

“Selfishly, I want to see her grow up 
and that is what I have got to do. I will do 
anything I have to do to be able to do 
that. 

“In the past couple of months, I have 
felt like I have been a bit up against it. 

“I need something to work for me. 

“My mindset is that I have ups and 
downs but, luckily, I am quite a dogged, 


determined, positive person. 

“I think that might be the thing that 
helps me through it. 

“I don’t know whether I will get 
through it and I will probably die trying, 
but I will try.” 

Culliford added: “Family and friends 
are the people that keep you going. I did¬ 
n’t realise I had so many allies. 

“It has been unbelievable and, for that 
reason, I am truly blessed. 

“But my little girl (two-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Isla) is the main drive for me because 
there might have been times when I 
would have given up before now because 
it is hard to stay positive.” 

He summed up: “Never take your 
health for granted. 

“There are people who get worse 
things than me so I am not saying I am 
the unluckiest person alive. 

“I am just saying that while you have 
got your health and don’t have those 
issues in your head, get out there and do 
what you need to do with your life.”

Phil is happy 
to wait it out 


DORCHESTER Town manager Phil Simkin 
remains confident of landing hot, young 
Christchurch prospect Harry Cornick - but 
not until Christmas at the very least. 

A host of Premier and Football League 
clubs - including Saints - are believed to 
have been monitoring the progress of the 
young Priory winger, but it appears the 17- 
year-old will stay with the Sydenhams 
Wessex title challengers for the time being.

Clubs feel 
vindicated 

RIVAL bosses Tom Killick and Graham 
Kemp this week had their say after the 
Football Association withdrew the charge 
in the Harry Cornick ‘tapping-up’ feud. 

The Football Association confirmed that, 
after contact with both Christchurch and 
Poole, the charge had been withdrawn and 
the matter closed. 

A bitter row broke out over talented 
teenager Cornick, pictured, after Priory 
alleged that Poole had illegally spoken to 
their highly-rated forward. 

But the case appears to 
have reached a conclu¬ 
sion after Christchurch 
manager Kemp claimed 
they had opted not to 
take the issue further in a 
bid to ensure Cornick did 
not have to become directly 
involved. 

Cornick had found himself at the centre 
of the dispute when Christchurch lodged a 
complaint with the FA. The case had cen¬ 
tred on the timing of a phone call after 
Kemp alleged that Killick had ignored his 
request to delay contacting Cornick until 
after Priory’s FA Cup tie with Alresford. 

However, Killick insisted he had been 
given the green light to hold talks. 

Kemp said: “The only reason we are not 
taking it further is that the only person that 
can confirm what time the call was made 
is Harry Cornick. 

“He doesn’t need to get involved in that 
at this stage, so we’ll let it lie.” 

Killick, who strongly denied the claims, 
added: “At least common sense prevailed 
but I was disappointed it ever got to the 
point where the FA got involved.”

Premier class is not all that

IT’S very early days yet in Saints’ 
Premier League return and Adam 
Rant is having a few problems 
working out just how good, or oth¬ 
erwise, the top flight really is. 

There is no doubting the quality 
of the top six or eight teams. 

They have an array of wonderful 
talent from back to front and are 
constantly a joy to watch. 

But the rest of it? 

Last season Adam Rant often 
wrote glowingly of the virtues of 
the much underestimated 
Championship. 

It is a division that is in many 


ways the best of British, with many 
of the best home-grown players 
congregating in that league having 
been squeezed out by top foreign 
imports at the highest level. 

The style of football is very 
British, it is very attacking and the 
league is built on teams going for 
wins rather than playing not to 
lose. 

There is so much at stake in the 
top flight that often matches 
between teams that are fighting for 
points to ensure safety - which 
equates to about 12 teams - can be 
pretty dull. 


I remember writing that you 
couldn’t say that Bolton v Wigan or 
Blackburn v Fulham was really of 
a significantly higher quality than 
many Championship matches. 

So when Wigan turned up at St 
Mary’s, Adam Rant thought he 
might have got it wrong. 

Roberto Martinez’s side will sure¬ 
ly be fighting to avoid relegation 
again but they were really impres¬ 
sive. 

They had great quality, kept the 
ball superbly and had a cutting 
edge when the chances arrived. 

But then Aston Villa roll into 


town and they were so spectacular¬ 
ly ordinary it was hard to believe. 

They might struggle, but you 
would probably peg them to avoid 
relegation which means there will 
be at least a few teams worse than 
them. It might be more than a few. 

That suddenly backed up my pre¬ 
vious theory. 

You expect every top flight side to 
have some extra quality, even Villa 
had Darren Bent and Stephen 
Ireland, but beyond that it was 
uninspiring. 

We will have to wait a little 
longer before casting judgement. 


Call up 
Hooper? 

CELTIC boss Neil Lennon has called 
on Roy Hodgson to consider picking 
striker Gary Hooper to play for 
England. 

There is no doubting Hooper’s quali¬ 
ty, that’s why Saints were so keen to 
get him a while back, and he has 
scored plenty of goals north of the 
border. 

But, how to put this delicately, the 
Scottish Premier League is not consid¬ 
ered the best of testing grounds for 
potential England internationals. 

The standard in general is pretty 
poor, and not even 
Rangers are there to 
at least give Celtic 
four truly meaning¬ 
ful games a sea¬ 
son. 

This might sound 
harsh, but if Hooper 
really serious about playing for 
England then he might have to consid¬ 
er leaving Celtic. 

Even in England it seems near 
impossible to be considered for your 
country if you are a star in the 
Championship. 

Only proving yourself against top 
players week in and week out is con¬ 
sidered good enough and there is no 
way of arguing that Hooper is regularly 
testing himself against the best at the 
moment.

TALK that Rory Mcllroy is as good as 
Tiger Woods in his prime is a bold 
statement. 

Mcllroy is in fine form and looks to 
have a pretty complete game but let 
us not forget how good Tiger was in 
his pomp. 

Whilst Mcllroy 
might be able to tick 
the boxes in com¬ 
parison to Woods 
when it comes to 
various technical 
aspects of the game, 
what he doesn’t yet have is that fear 
factor Tiger had. 

Merely seeing his name on the 
leader board and feeling under pres¬ 
sure because of it made a lot of his 
nearest challengers falter, and in the 
process bagged Woods a few tourna¬ 
ments he might not otherwise have 
won.

Broad hails 
England’s 
star men 

ENGLAND captain Stuart Broad was 
a happy man as England kept their 
ICC World Twenty20 hopes alive 
with victory over New Zealand 
today. 

Luke Wright and Steven Finn starred 
in a much-improved all-round per¬ 
formance as England won by six 
wickets to put the defence of their 
ICC World Twenty20 crown back on 
track. 

After Wright’s runs and Finn’s wick¬ 
ets at Pallekele, Stuart Broad’s team 
are likely to need another success 
against hosts Sri Lanka when they 
return on Monday if they are to book 
a trip back to Colombo for the semi¬ 
finals. 

Broad said: “It was really important 
to get a win tonight. 

“I thought Steven Finn set the tone 
fantastically with the 
new ball and Luke 
and Eoin 
(Morgan) batted 
really well. 

“The pitch was 
a lot drier, we 
knew that from 
ball one - and 
we’re obviously 
delighted to have 
won. 

“Now we’ve got a huge game com¬ 
ing up on Monday. We’ve got a job 
to do then and hopefully we can 
build on the positives from tonight. 
“We’ll have a meeting over the next 
day or so and come back stronger 
on Monday.” 

Wright, voted man of the match for 
his 76 from 43 balls, told the post¬ 
match presentation ceremony: “I’m 
very chuffed as it was a very impor¬ 
tant win for us. 

“It was disappointing the other day 
(the defeat against West Indies) so 
it’s nice to come back and get some 
runs. 

“It was all about getting going real¬ 
ly. We kept talking about having a 
batsman in at the end and luckily 
that was me today. 

“There are a lot of positives to come 
out of the game. Personally, I think 
Steven Finn should be here (receiv¬ 
ing the man of the match award) for 
the way he bowled - he was out¬ 
standing.” 

New Zealand captain Ross Taylor is 
relying on Sri Lanka beating West 
Indies and England to keep alive the 
Black Caps’ hopes of progress. 

He said: “I think 140 was about a 
par score. It was hard to start on 
that wicket and James Franklin was 
outstanding to get us there but the 
total just wasn’t enough. 

“The spinners bowled very well - we 
were probably only five off a par 
score. 

“We had our moments but weren’t 
able to capitalise when we were on 
top. Good luck to Sri Lanka in the 
next two games!” 



BRIGGS SHINES 

AT WORLD CUP 



LUKE Wright and Steven Finn 
starred in a much-improved 
all-round performance as 
England beat New Zealand by 
six wickets to put the defence 
of their ICC World IWenty20 
crown back on track. 

After Wright’s runs and Finn’s 
wickets at Pallekele, Stuart 
Broad’s team are likely to need 
another success against hosts Sri 
Lanka when they return on 
Monday if they are to book a trip 
back to Colombo for the semi¬ 
finals. 

Finn took three for 16 and then 
Wright (76) engineered a well- 
drilled chase - achieved with 
seven balls to spare - meaning 
England have at least given them¬ 
selves a second chance after their 
defeat against West Indies at this 
same venue two days ago. 

Finn perhaps completed the 
hardest and most telling half of 
the equation, as only James 
Franklin (50) cut any ice for the 
Kiwis. 

But Wright made sure, with a 33- 
ball 50 containing three fours and 
three sixes. 

Finn took two with the new ball, 
including danger man Brendon 
McCullum, and then returned in 
the 17th over to see off another of 
the Kiwis’ best hitters Ross 
Taylor. 

New Zealand won the toss but 
were soon minus opener Martin 
Guptill, lbw to a swinging yorker 
from Finn. 

England’s strike bowler then 
picked up the prize wicket of 
McCullum, making room to hit 
him over the ring to the short off¬ 
side boundary but succeeding 
only in edging down to Wright at 
third-man. 

Graeme Swann, operating in his 
accustomed post-powerplay role, 
immediately had Rob Nicol mist¬ 
iming a slog-sweep into the hands 
of deep midwicket. 

By the time Kane Williamson 
was fourth out in the 12th over, 
caught-behind trying to cut 
Hampshire spinner Danny 
Briggs, it was clear New Zealand 
were having to reassess what a 
par total might be. 

They remained conservative 
until Franklin took 16 runs, 
including a big hit over midwicket 
for New Zealand’s first six, from 
Briggs’ final over. 

With five to go, the total was 
therefore 96 for four - with Taylor 


and Franklin established. Finn 
did for the former, who clumped a 
pull straight to deep midwicket, 
and in the same over his aggra¬ 
vating party piece of knocking 
over the stumps in delivery 
denied Franklin a perfectly- 
struck and well-deserved four 
past mid-off - umpire Asad Rauf 
signalling dead-ball. 

Franklin stayed the course, 
though, for his 33-ball half-centu¬ 
ry as he and Nathan McCullum 
did enough in the final three 
overs to narrow England’s advan¬ 
tage. 

It was tighter still after Craig 
Kieswetter went for just four 
from 14 balls at the start of the 
reply, bowled when he missed a 
sweep at Daniel Vettori. 


Alex Hales had taken 16 off Tim 
Southee’s first over but then went 
on the charge to McCullum and 
missed an off-break, which hit 
leg-stump. 

Wright was joined by Morgan, 
and the third-wicket pair barely 
put a foot wrong in a stand of 89 in 
10 overs. 

They were unfazed by the task 
in hand, and took the time avail¬ 
able to them to build up the 
required momentum. 

On a pitch favouring spin, they 
allowed New Zealand’s frontline 
slow bowlers to concede only 42 
runs in eight overs - but made 
sure they took toll of pace. 

The run rate never spiralled 
thanks to fine placement, by 
Morgan in particular in his near 


run-a-ball 30, and at least one 
successful big shot in each over. 

Wright drove especially well - 
and when the hapless Southee 
returned for his second attempt, 
England’s number three hit him 
for one six to bring up the hun¬ 
dred and a second high over wide 
long-on to pass his own 50. 

Morgan eventually fell - very 
well-caught by a diving Doug 
Bracewell off Kyle Mills at long- 
on - and Wright followed him, 
holing out to cover in the penulti¬ 
mate over. 

But there was no longer any 
doubt about an outcome which 
ensures England will defend their 
only International Cricket 
Council title to date with at least a 
degree of honour. 
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PORK TO FACE THE NATION’S BEST 


HURSLEY Park ladies are set to rub 
shoulders with the cream of 
England’s successful women’s crick¬ 
eters next summer after winning this 
season’s Southern League champi¬ 
onship with an undefeated record. 

They won all eight matches - and 
achieved several more ‘victories’ by 
default when opposition failed to raise 
teams - and in 2013 will have the likes of 
Bath, Bexley, Brighton, Finchley, Hayes, 
Loughton and Reading on their fixture list, 
writes MIKE VIMPANY. 

Top England players like Charlotte 
Edwards (Finchley), Anya Shrubsole 
(Bath) and Sarah Taylor, the International 
Women’s Cricketer of the Year, will be 
playing at the Quarters next summer. 

Hursley, pictured above celebrating their 
title triumph, were the only side in the 
entire six-tier women’s cricket structure 
that remained unbeaten this summer. 

“The season’s real story has been one of 
teamwork - no stars as such, but great 
depth in playing resources,” said manager 
Phil Green. 

“In 2011, we narrowly escaped relegation 
and during the winter and pre-season lost 
the regular services of four senior players, 
so had to introduce new players at first 
team level. The turnaround was quite 
amazing.” 

The side that clinched the championship 
with an 82-run win over Hastings & St 
Leonard’s Priory contained seven 
teenagers, all of whom have been at the 
club for several years. 

Charlotte Taylor, who made 438 runs 
during the season, fought off a virus to hit 
a key 91 in the crucial final-match win at 


Hastings, where Hursley were an uneasy 
76-4 at one stage. 

Teenage duo Danielle Ransley (59) and 
Vicky Childs (36) got Hursley Park on 
course and provided the perfect platform 
for Taylor to return and share a century 
stand off just ten overs with Eleanor 
Ingram, who smashed 36 off 26 balls. 

Hursley’s highest of the season 260-9 
appeared vulnerable when Hastings raced 
to 124-2, but the Sussex side regularly lost 
wickets as the overs ticked away - Jemma 
Green returned 4-22 - and were eventually 
dismissed for 178. 

Title winning skipper Green finished 
with 15 wickets for the season.

Providence Cowdrill, with a top 
score of 71, batted well throughout 
the summer and took nine wickets, 
but the lead bowler was promising 
OTs & Romsey all-rounder Katie 
George, who snapped up 23 victims. 

Hampshire U15s finished off the 
season by winning their age-group 
t20, crushing Devon by nine wickets 
in the final. 

Emily Windsor showed her class on 
a number of occasions, a knock of 
80 against Dorset being particularly 
noteworthy. 

The U17s also had a fantastic sum¬ 
mer, beating both Somerset and 
Gloucestershire and narrowly losing 
out to Devon in a tight t20 final. 

Throughout the season there were 
some excellent individual perfor¬ 
mances, Gemma Harper taking four 
wickets on two separate occasions, 
while Sarah Attrill and Julie Moulton 
batted well and made half-cen¬ 
turies. 

Finishing runners-up in their group 
meant Hampshire qualified for the 
ECB National County Championship 
semi-finals at Reading. Where they 
lost by an agonising four runs to 
Lancashire and later went down to 
Kent in the third-place play-off.

Between the Lines

IT’S a measure of the confidence her 
management, publishers and the 
woman herself had in her ability to 
deliver at London 2012 that Victoria 
Pendleton is the first post-Olympic 
British athlete to publish an autobiog¬ 
raphy. 

Success was expected, not hoped 
for; Victoria was the nation’s big sis¬ 
ter - we knew we could rely upon 
her. 

Nonetheless, only hours before win¬ 
ning a second Olympic gold in the 
velodrome last month, she revealed 
that she was quitting the sport. 

“If you paid me a million, billion 
pounds, I still couldn’t go through 
that again,” she declared. 

As the news broke, Pendleton 
stood atop the podium, ready to 
receive another gold medal, a 
moment when she could “finally 
understand what you are meant to 
experience - joy, pride and relief all 
wrapped up in a magical blur of feel¬ 
ing.” 

Much of the nation wept with her. 

This is a searingly honest book, a 
memoir with 
nothing 
deemed to 
be off limits, 
including the 
disturbing 
point at 
which the 
tired girl 
from 

Bedfordshire 
traces lines 
on her fore¬ 
arm with a 
Swiss Army 
knife, then 
goes deeper still, drawing enough 
blood to leave a scar, before pulling 
back and accepting that the torment 
and harsh training is part of her 
everyday routine. 

Between the Lines is a subtle, 
almost macabre, reference to this 
alarming moment. 

Vulnerable, insecure and girlie she 
might be, but this bundle of energy, 
frequent tears and determination is 
also incredibly brave. 

Knowing that one false move at 
40mph while balanced precariously 
on a tyre less than an inch thick 
could end her career, Victoria 
Pendleton nevertheless pursues gold 
medals and world titles with the 
courage and boldness of a lioness. 

Like most successful athletes, 
Pendleton discovered her sport when 
comparatively young. 

Fortunately, British cycling was 
preparing to take winning titles seri¬ 
ously at precisely the point at which 
she was in the junior ranks, seeming¬ 
ly reaching its apogee in Beijing four 
years ago, but fortunately maintaining 
its dominance at last month’s 
Olympics. 

If Victoria Pendleton was hoping to 
melt slowly into the background, then 
appearing on Strictly was hardly likely 
to facilitate the process. 

Yet having endured brutal training 
regimes for so long and delivered, 
you can’t help but think that she’s 
due some fun downtime.
